Afghan measures 48 x 72 inches. 


Each Side Strip measures 934 x 72 inches. Center Strip measures 29 x 72 inches. 


GAUGE: 4 sts — 1 inch; 
3 rows — 1 inch. 


Always be sure to check your gauge before 
starting afghan. Use any size hook which 
will obtain the stitch gauge above. 


SIDE STRIP (Make 2) With Gold, ch 39 to 
measure 924 .jnches. Work in Afghan 
Stitch (see page 8) for 216 rows. Next 
row: SI st in each vertical bar across. 
Break off and fasten. 

CENTER STRIP With Gold, ch 117 to 
measure 29 inches. Work same as Side 
Strip. 

Block each strip to measurements. 
EMBROIDERY Design is worked in Cross 
Stitch. When making Cross Stitches, top 
strands should all point in same direction 
(see diagram on page 8).

LEFT SIDE STRIP Mark the 16th vertical 
bar from left edge on 4th row from 
lower edge of a Side Strip.

Start- 
ing at 9 and making the cross sts over 
vertical bars (see chart), follow chart, 
working colors as indicated by symbols. 
After the first Fleur-de-lis has been 
completed, skip next 22 rows, mark the 
16th vertical bar from left edge on fol- 
lowing row (this is the 52nd row from 
lower edge) for starting point 9 of next 
Fleur-de-lis and complete as before. 
Make 2 more Fleurs-de-lis in line with 
previous designs, skipping 22 rows be- 
tween designs. 


RIGHT SIDE STRIP Mark the 16th vertical 
bar from right edge on 4th row of other 


Side Strip for starting point 9 on chart. -

Work 4 Fleurs-de-lis as for Left Side 
Strip, always counting the vertical bars 
for placement of design from right edge. 


CENTER STRIP Mark the center vertical 
bar on 4ih row from lower edge for 
starting point 9 on chart. Work 4 
Fleurs-de-lis as for Side Strips. 

Matching rows, sew strips together 
lengthwise, being careful to have an un- 
even number of vertical bars between 
designs on Side and Center Strips. 

Mark the center vertical bar on 33rd 
row from lower edge between right and 
center Fleurs-de-lis for starting point 9 
on chart.

FRINGE Cut 2 strands of yarn, each 15 
inches long. Double these strands to 
form a loop. Insert hook in first sc of 
one edge and draw loop through. Draw 
loose ends through loop and pull up 
tightly to form a knot. Knot 2 strands 
as before in each sc across, Work fringe 
along opposite edge in same way. Trim 
evenly.
